1. In view of the information and recommendation contained in a 

memorandum from the Chief, Special Security Division, Inspection and Sec- 
urity Office dated 1 December 1951, an Operational Clearance is hereby 
issued which will permit the utilization of Subject's services as an 
agent trained in Corarao and general underground leadership under Project 
ZRLYNCH for operations out of Germany into Latvia. Your attention is 
called to the following information: "Janis Riekstins, a Latvian born 

at Valmiens, Latvia, 12 April 1914, an Evangelical Lutheran, whose 
occupation was given as a driver, was the subject of a report from U. S. 
authorities to an Australian Mission which indicated that Subject was 
suspected of being a Soviet agent. No further information concerning 
this report was made available. 

la. In addition to the restriction in paragraph 2 below, this clear- 
ance is void unless Subject is used within 6 months from datej however, 
it may be reinstated upon proper request. 

2. This clearance is granted on condition that unless field checks 
obtained in accordance with the provisions of BGCANE Regulation 10-1 
dated 10 April 1951 are received in this Office within 90 days from the 
date of this memorandum, this clearance is cancelled.
